It wou ld be u nionism dedi­ 
cated to th e ev olu tion of indu strialism, instead 
of u nionism dedicated to th e rev olu tion of an 
old-war working class wh ich Karl Marx wou ld 
h av e been u nable to find h ad h e liv ed in th e 
United States in th is centu ry . 
Th ere may be a middle-of-th e-road mov ement 
inside th e CIO and AFL, instead of a new fed­ 
eration. Th at is made likelier by th e American 
p olitical p attern wh ich u nionism tends to fol­ 
low—th e two-p arty sy stem, with ex tremists of 
each p arties try ing to p u sh and p u ll th e mod­ 
erates ou t of th e middle of th e road. 
Th at wou ld amou nt to th e same th ing, h ow­ 
ev er. It wou ld be u nion labor’s long-delay ed 
sign of recognition th at old-world class warfare 
h as noth ing to offer a society wh ich boasts th at 
th e boss came u p th rou gh th e ranks.

Farm er Tu rrell was inv ited to come h ere as 
a teach er, not as a p u p il. Th is was a sig­ 
nificant rev ersal of th e u su al rou tine. Ameri­ 
can farmers h av e mu ch to learn from civ iliza­ 
tions wh ich h av e h ad to learn abou t conserv a­ 
tion th rou gh necessity .

portant if h eating and cooling are 
to work with m aximum effective- 
less and economy. 
Large south and west windows 
present th e biggest problems in ra­ 
diant h eat gain. Th ey call for. defi­ 
nite sh ading. A sun-baked paved 
terrace can transfer h eat into th ese 
windows m erely by ref ection.

E ast windows ordinarily get as 
much sunligh t as west windows, 
but do not draw as much h eat. Th e 
buid-up of h eat th rough a h ot sum ­ 
m er day makes solar transm ission 
th e greatest th rough west windows. 
North windows present virtually 
no problem in th e North ern Hemi­ 
sph ere.

Hardwood Floors Must 
Be Laid In Dry Period 
Hardwood flooring sh ould not be 
laid in dam p, cold or unh eated 
buildings. Sum m er month s are no 
exception, particularly in localities j 
wh ere h igh h umidity occurs. 
It is always im portant to leave 
th e h eating system turned on, ev­ 
en in sum m er, and doors and win­ 
dows opened so th at excess mois­ 
ture will escape. Th e best precau­ 
tion to take is to turn on th e h eat 
at least 10 days before laying Ma­ 
ple and Birch flooring. 
And if, during laying or directly 
after, dam p or rainy weath er oc­ 
curs, th e h eat sh ould be turned on 
again to keep th e building reason­ 
ably dry.
